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Student’s Concept Grows into Reality

A high school junior at the time, Avanna 
L’'Homme didn’t realize what she was getting herself into 
when she turned in the “fun, little project” assigned her 
computer-automated drafting class at Upper Cape Tech. 

A project that began as classwork developed into 
two years of extracurricular activity, and at age 19, the 
Wareham native finds herself a core contributor to plans 
for a renovated senior center in Marion. 

“Shocked” is how L'Homme considers her plight. 
“I’m so happy that this is finally happening ... seeing 
money being raised, seeing how incorporated the town is 
with this project. I love it, I absolutely love it.” 

Not every day are a teenager’s opinions 
juxtaposed alongside the concerns of municipal 
stakeholders, including elected and appointed officials 
attempting to address the most passionate subject in their 
community: aging in place. 

Members of the Marion Council on Aging have 
long held hopes for the Cushing Community Center, but 
the COA’s leaders wanted to see what some young minds 
from Upper Cape’s CAD class would produce in the way 
of concept designs. L’Homme’s was among a few plans 
that the COA liked the most, but she especially stood out 
by sustaining her pursuit, engaging her elders, accepting 
their feedback, making adjustments, and staying the 
course. 

“T don’t really mind change because everyone has 
their own views on it, and whatever they want to do, to 
change it, to make it better, I’m fully open to it because 
that means that they’re taking it, they looked at it, they 
liked it and they wanted it to move forward. So that’s 
what matters to me,” said L_ Homme, who had originally 
turned in a plan that included a beautiful garden with 
a fountain. “I don’t think they'll have enough space, 
necessarily, for all that.” 

The placement of certain features was altered, but

the walking path remains central to the effort. 

“That was the main thing — the walkway and the 
gazebo — so they could all sit outside, have lunch, enjoy 
themselves,” said L'Homme. “There were a lot of changes, 
though, along the way. I think I did about six plans 
through my junior year and senior year of high school.” 

Her involvement in the project complete since 
eraduating from Upper Cape two years ago, L Homme is 
not in college and has not committed to a career pursuit. 

“I’m open to anything, honestly,” she said. 
“Anything I put my mind to, I know I can do it.” 


Cass, Wysong Soak in Success 
Mattapoisett Road Race

Three weeks from age 60, Mary Cass was the class 
of the Mattapoisett Road Race, brushing off her closest 
competitor and Saturday morning’s humidity with a 
stellar if sweat-soaked performance. 

Cass, whose official time of 20:46 (she timed 
herself at 20:47.3) was 14th overall, led all women by a 
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comfortable 37 seconds. 

“You know what this means? I have the course 
record, and if they never run it again, I’ll always have the 
course record,” she mused, comically cognizant of the fact 
the racecourse was improvised this year from a 5-miler to 
a 5k in the interests of all participants’ wellbeing. “Almost 
[age] 60, it’s very rare [to win], so it’s only small races that 
I'll do well in. But I love it.” 

Cass also holds the course record for the Acushnet 
3-miler (on another pandemic-adjusted distance) and the 
Old Rochester Regional Frosty 5k, but none of the brisk 
air that permeates ORR’s winter race was available on 
August 21. 

“T always do reverse splits. I went out slow and 
just build it up, build it up,” said Cass, who knew the 
outcome two miles in when she was even with only one 
rival, “Because I’m doing 40 miles a week.” 

The coronavirus pandemic that turned last year’s 
race into a virtual, remotely contested event, cost Cass 
10 pounds. “I got 10 pounds lighter; I didn’t put on any 
weight, just lost muscle. My glutes are very weak, and it’s 
caused me all sorts of knee issues,” she said. 

The Westport resident grew up in Wareham and 
Middleborough, and her husband is from Marion. “So, 
I’ve always done the Mattapoisett [race],” said Cass. 

Mattapoisett’s Julie Craig, 54, finished second 
among women in 21:23, 39 seconds ahead of the women’s 
initial pack that finished with Erin Carr (22:02) third, 
Madeline Cutrone (22:04) fourth, Katherine Mello (22:09) 
fifth, and Karen Keenan (22:13) sixth. 

Trevor Wysong, 23, finished first overall in an 
official time of 15:09, a 4:52 mile split (he timed himself at 
15:10). The Taunton native won the race by a whopping 
2:40 ahead of runner-up Jason Eddy and finished only 14 
seconds off his personal best 14:55. 

“This is close, considering it’s on the road, too,” 
said Wysong, who clocked his best 5k on a track. 

Wysong won the 5-mile version of the 
Mattapoisett race in 2019 but did not compete in last 
year’s virtual race. He said his goal was “mostly to win 
and push myself. I always try to win, but when I can 
really test my fitness, I’m happy about it.”

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time, so definitely slow — much slower than I usually 
run,” said Eddy.

ORR Students Get Jump Start

Having been leveraged by 2020’s challenges into 
mostly reactive leadership as a new superintendent of 
schools, Mike Nelson was thrilled to see the Old Rochester 
School District kick off the 2021-22 academic year with a 
preseason proactive effort called Acceleration Academy. 

The week-long camp, held August 16-20 from 
8:30 am to 2:00 pm at ORR, featured four hours of daily 
concentrated work and targeted four grade brackets. 
Grades K-2 focused on early literacy, while Grades 3-4, 8, 
and 10 focused on math. 

Five days of four classroom hours add up to 
approximately 20 hours of traditional classroom time 
or the equivalent of the first two units of the upcoming 
school year. Roughly, that translates into a month of class 
work, according to ORR Director of Student Services 
Craig Davidson. 

“Between Mr. Davidson, Dr. [Janell] Pearson- 
Campbell, our assistant superintendent of Teaching and 
Learning and many others, they really spearheaded 
this work,” said Nelson. “This Acceleration Academy, 
honestly, was a perfect opportunity for us to show our 
communities how we’re going to start bridging the gap 
between the pandemic environment and the new normal 
here in our schools. 

“T think it was mutual interest in terms of 
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different stakeholder groups. ... There have been ongoing 
conversations even that we had here locally, figuring out, 
‘What are the impacts [of the pandemic] and how to we 
move forward?’” 

Thanks to a grant offered in 2020 by the state 
Department of Elementary and Secondary Education 
(DESE), ORR was able to secure a full week of services 
from top instructors outside of collective bargaining. In 
keeping with the stipulations of the grant funding and 
using metrics based

“We are proud

data,” reported Nelson, who estimated 155 participants. 

Free breakfast and free lunch helped energize the 
students for their four hours of daily instruction. A daily 
special class such as physical education, art, or technology 
was sprinkled in to keep the young minds fresh and 
nimble. 

“Tt’s no secret that the pandemic has hit the 
educational fields really hard, and I applaud the state and 
the district for looking for ways on how to make up those 
deficits,” said Old Hammondtown School Grade 6 math 
teacher Kyle Letendre. “The key is engagement, student 
engagement, it’s what it’s all about. The Acceleration

These days, the Marion COA department is 
being run and managed as a fully operational entity 
with Director Karen Gregory, her staff, and Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail overseeing operational key 
points.

Noted on the WHO website are the statistics 
that, in 2006, 11 percent of the global population was 
part of the senior sector with projections that, by 2050, 22 
percent would be in that category. The website states, “In 
the next 50 years, 80 percent of the world’s seniors will 
be living in developing countries,” prompting the health 
organization to recognize the importance of programs that 
help the aging. 

To further the concepts and framework needed 
for quality of life for seniors, WHO has established for 
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seniors, the FOMCOA fundraising venue displayed 
banners announcing various WHO precepts such as 
recreation, education, relaxation, socialization, celebration, 
support, participation, and inclusion. On the community 
center grounds, a recently completed walking path that is 
fully ADA compliant is ready for use.

How Trees Communicate

The Marion Natural History Museum is one of 
those rare places where we may pause, study an aspect of 
our natural world in a meaningful unhurried manner, and 
contemplate the importance of all life, not just our own. 

That was just the case on August 20 when Ph.D. 
candidate Valentina Lagomarsino, who studies biological 
and biomedical sciences at Harvard Medical School, 
gave a presentation on emerging concepts of how trees 
communicate with their surroundings and with other 
trees.

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Lagomarsino began by explaining, in the briefest 
and most simplistic terms for the benefit of her audience, 
the neuropathways in the human body, her main topic of 
academic pursuit. But she has come to believe that when 
human neuropathways are compared and contrasted to 
processes employed by trees, there are consistencies that 
cannot be denied. 

One of those consistencies, Lagomarsino pointed 
out, is that a tree’s ability to survive is also dependent 
upon its ability to communicate with the natural 
environment surrounding it beneath the surface, a system 
called the mycorrhizal network. This network is made 
up of fungal cells that help to regulate water, carbon, 
nitrogen, and other nutrients and minerals that trees 
require. 

Some scientists call the mycorrhizal network the 
“Wood Wide Web.” The tongue-in-cheek label alludes to 
a web of fungi spreading messages from one tree to the 
next. Lagomarsino also said that some researchers find 
convergent evolution, the process whereby distantly- 
related organisms independently evolve similar traits in 
order to adapt to similar needs, are present. 

Lagomarsino told the audience that trees are the 
lungs of the planet and “...The carbon sinks, taking on 
greenhouse gases.” 

Of researchers working to better understand 
the communication capabilities and necessities of trees, 
Lagomarsino named Peter Wohlleben, who has worked 
for over 20 years for the forestry commission in Germany, 
and Dr. Suzanne Simard, a professor with the University 
of British Columbia who earned her Ph.D. in Forest 
Sciences at Oregon State University. Wohlleben wrote 
“The Hidden Life of Trees: What They Feel, How They 
Communicate” in 2015, and Simard published “Finding 
yhe Mother Tree: Discovering the Wisdom of the Forest” 
this year. 

Another source found on the topic is an article 
authored by Richard Grant and published in the March 
2018 issue of Smithsonian magazine. Grant writes of 
his time in a forest with Wohlleben. One surprising 
moment in the article reads, “Once, [Wohlleben] came 
across a gigantic beech stump in this forest, four or five 
feet across. The tree was felled 400 or 500 years ago, but 
scraping away the surface with his penknife, Wohlleben 
found something astonishing: the stump was still green 
with chlorophyll. There was only one explanation. The 
surrounding beeches were keeping it alive by pumping 
sugar to it through the network. ‘When beeches do this, 
they remind me of elephants,’ he says. ‘They are reluctant 
to abandon their dead, especially when it’s a big, old, 
revered matriarch.’”” 

Simard’s characterization of certain trees as 
“mother trees” is also discussed in the article. Grant 
writes, “Mother trees are the biggest, oldest trees in the 
forest with the most fungal connections. They’re not 
necessarily female, but Simard sees them in a nurturing, 
supportive, maternal role. With their deep roots, they 
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draw up water and make 
it available to shallow- 
rooted seedlings. They help 
neighboring trees by sending 
them nutrients, and when 
the neighbors are struggling, 
mother trees detect their 
distress signals and increase 
the flow of nutrients 
accordingly.” That sounds 
like a mother for sure. 

Lagmarsino’s 
interest in the topic of 
tree communication was 
intriguing and inspirational, 
causing one to think about the life of trees that surround 
us in the Tri-Town area in a far more personal way, mixed 
with a sense of ‘There is so much more to learn.’ Yes, the 
Marion Natural History Museum is a rare space where 
one may explore the learning continuum regardless of 
one’s age.

our house on the coast of Little Bay in Fairhaven shows 
two parents encouraging three young ones to unfold, flap 
their wings, and launch their first flight into the air.

Recently, a clear electronic tracking record 
showed that a young female passed Martha’s Vineyard in 
mid-September of last year and two weeks later reached 
the shores of French Guiana, where she chose to spend 
the entire winter before starting out to return here in the 
spring. 

Before the present migration is already underway, 
the local population had received a boost from the spring 
herring runs up our local rivers, with an abundance of 
fish for feeding the present population to thrive. The 
Buzzards Bay Coast Guard Auxiliary has also worked 
for years to monitor and improve water quality for their 
habitat, as well as provide nesting box towers to attract 
local residence. 

As you read this, perhaps the most incredible 
link is the unbroken chain of annual survival for the new 
generation in the journey of autumn migration just over 
the horizon. May we wish them an amazing instinct of 
navigation to find their way, as well as a safe return for 
another year of an even better round trip.

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In other business, the board and Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco discussed findings after a 
review of safety concerns regarding Ned’s Point Road. 
Lorenco said he met with Highway Surveyor Garrett 
Bauer and Public Safety Officer Justin King on site to 
discuss concerns with vehicles parking on both sides 
of the narrow, 19-foot-wide roadway, pedestrians and 
cyclists using the wrong side of the roadway, and the 
volume of traffic. 

Another troubling matter became moot when 
Lorenco noted that landscape stakes, which many 
property owners had place along the roadway to prevent 
parking on grassed easements, had either been removed 
or replaced with stakes that are less likely to cause harm 
to pedestrians. 

Board member Jodi Bauer was in favor of a 
lighted sign similar to traffic speed signals that might 
read, “Walk left — ride right,” to remind pedestrians 
and cyclists which side of the roadway they should be 
using. The board unanimously approved a parking ban 
along Ned’s Point Road on the easterly border from the 
intersection of Marion Road to the termination of the 
roadway at the park. 

Lorenco also updated the board on issues 
regarding use of Ned’s Point Park for special events. He 
said that it has become extremely difficult to manage 
and monitor the use of the public space when families 
or groups want to use parts of the park for their special 
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events. “The $100 fee doesn’t cover the cost,” Lorenco 
said, referring primarily to clean-up. 

There arose the matter of which board or 
department of the town government owns the job of 
enforcing park rules. Board member and Chairman 
Jordan Collyer thought the board has the option of setting 
policy, but when it came to enforcing rules it was unclear 
who has control. The board discussed setting polices that 
might help management of the popular site, with rules 
such as limiting the number of people in any one group, 
segregating a section of the park as a space that could be 
used exclusively for special events, limiting the number 
of events allowed in any given month, and setting a $250 
refundable deposit if the grounds are cleaned by the 
applicants but forfeited if clean-up rules are not upheld. 

Lorenco will review with town counsel how 
policy for the public park might be managed and by what 
governing entity. 

Earlier in the evening, the board members 
appointed approximately 85 people to a variety of

“We've had 55 new cases since July 1; it’s

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stated. “Our vaccination rates were good but stand at 50 
percent.... The numbers speak for themselves.” She said 
that low vaccination rates equate to higher transmission 
rates. 

Eby said, “We need to protect our neighbors,” by 
wearing a mask in public indoor spaces. 

Walega noted other communities that are 
instituting updated masking requirements. 

While Lawrence and Souza did not dispute the 
data, Lawrence felt strongly that mandating masking 
indoors would harm businesses, adding, “I don’t want 
anyone to tell me I have to wear a mask.” 

Souza moved a bit closer to the fence, saying he 
wasn’t against updating the masking guidelines, he just 
didn’t want people to feel they were being told what to 
do. 

The team debated and discussed the matter for 
more than 45 minutes, eventually landing on compromise 
verbiage that in municipal buildings, where 6-foot 
distancing cannot be maintained, masking would be 
required. The majority to accept the updated masking 
notification was moved. A few hours later that would 
become tabled. 

The Wanderer received a follow-up message 
from Walega stating, “Due to issues with the masking 
requirement,” another meeting would be announced by 
August 23 and the vote taken would not be acted upon at 
this time.

DEP Upholds Aucoot Road Decision 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Jean Perry 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission Chair 
Mike King announced on August 23 that the state 
Department of Environmental Protection has issued a 
superseding Order of Conditions for Notice of Intent 
applicant Robert Malm, affirming the commission's 
decision to approve the project and issue it an Order of 
Conditions. 

Malm first came before the commission on 
April 12, seeking to build a single-family house within 
the 100-foot wetlands buffer zone upon 6.3 acres of 
land. The public hearing was met with opposition from 
abutters and Aucoot Road residents, which followed the 
application’s progress until the commission approved it 
on April 27. 

King said on August 23 that the commission’s 
decision was appealed, and the DEP reviewed the case. 
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“So, good work, everybody. We did a good job 
on that; everything that we did with the applicant was 
affirmed by the DEP,” said King, who referred to this 
case as the one “where the entire neighborhood was like, 
‘What do you mean, we don’t get to stop the project?” 

Rounding out his remarks, Kind said, “We 
followed the interest of the [Wetlands Protection Act] the 
way that we were supposed to, and equal protection for 
everyone.” 

Also during the brief meeting, the commission 
continued the NOI public hearing for David Ricci’s 
proposal to build a 980 square-foot house on Cove 
Street. The commission is awaiting responses to its 
request for proposals to hire a conservation consultant 
in the absence of a proper conservation agent. King told 
Ricci’s representative, engineer Bob Field, that once the 
consultant is hired, Ricci’s would be the first to proceed 
under the supervision of the consultant. 

Field was agreeable to the continuation until 
September 13, as the DEP has yet to issue the project a 
filing number. 

In other matters, the commission issued approval 
in the form of a Negative 3 determination for a Request 
for Determination of Applicability filed by Robert and 
Vivian Youngberg, 131 Brand Island Road, to install a new 
dosing tank and leaching field for an existing house. 

At the applicants’ request, two Notices of Intent 
were continued until September 13: Alexander Baur, 
Nashawena Road; and Randall Lane Solar, LLC, 29 
Randall Lane. 

A Request for a Certificate of Compliance filed 
by The Preserve at Bay Club was also continued until 
September 13. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission will be held on Monday, 
September 13, at 7:00 pm in-person at the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall and remotely via Zoom. 


Starboard Way Development Goes Forward 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
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Starboard Way, located off Mattapoisett Neck Road in 
the Molly’s Cove neighborhood, voiced their concerns 
over potentially increased drainage problems based on 
a development plan presented during the August 19 
meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Coming before the ZBA for special permits to 
build out both lots was 0 Starboard Way, LLC, Lisa Clark 
of Hollywood, SC, represented by Bill Madden of G.A.F. 
Engineering, and attorney Jamy Madeja of Buchanan and 
Associates. 

Madden explained that a Special Permit is 
needed to use 1970s pre-existing setbacks, adding that the 
homes proposed would be built to FEMA standards for 
construction in a flood zone. He also explained that roof 
runoff would be channeled into an underground drainage 
recharge system to help manage stormwaters on the 
property. He stated that due to the FEMA requirement, 
the homes would be elevated on stilts but that given all 
new construction would be required to do the same, “[the 
plan] is in keeping with the neighborhood.” Madden also 
noted that the Conservation Commission had vetted the 
drainage system and that the lots had been issued orders 
of conditions from that governing body. 

Neighbor Tim Plant saw things differently. 

Plant said that historic flooding on the lots in question 
should be taken into consideration and that comments 
made by the chairman of the Conservation Commission 
suggesting that abutters hire an engineer to help maintain 
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stormwaters on their properties were not appreciated. 

Another resident of the coastal neighborhood, 
Ellen Fitzpatrick, voiced her objection to two homes being 
proposed for the two lots, suggesting one home spread 
over the two lots would be preferrable to the abutters and 
others. 

Speaking on behalf of her client, Madeja said that 
bylaws demonstrate the two lots are buildable, that the 
property owners have been paying taxes based on two 
buildable lots, and that two sewer stubs, an investment 
of over $20,000 each, had been paid by her client. Madeja 
also said that lot coverage is within the bylaw guidelines. 

The board members were unanimous in their 
motion to approve the Special Permit for both lots, saying 
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the property owner has the right to build on them. 

Special permits were also granted to Howley 
Living Trust for property located at 1 Waterman Street to 
demolish an existing structure and build a new single- 
family home that is FEMA compliant. A Special Permit 
was issued to Drew Nahigyan, 8 Randall Road, also for 
removing an existing structure and building a new single- 
family home. 

A home that was damaged by fire located at 18 
Ned’s Point Road and owned by Michael Esposito and 
Cynthia Redel received a Special Permit to renovate and 
add onto an existing garage. 

Rounding out the special permits granted on this 
night was the request by Kathleen and William Sylvia, 41 
Cove Street, to build a FEMA compliant home. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett ZBA is 
scheduled for Thursday, September 16, at 6:00 pm. 


Reduction Goal in Marion’s Cross Hairs 
Marion Energy Management Committee

The officials on the field have asked for a 
measurement, and the Town of Marion isn’t looking just 
for a first down, it’s looking for a touchdown. 

After chasing down records of deliveries of gas, 
propane, and oil to the town so he could manually enter 
that information into the MassEnergyInsight program’s 
online databank, Bill Saltonstall had some inspiring news 
for his fellow members at Monday’s Marion Energy 
Management Committee meeting. 

“Surprisingly, Table 2 (which tallies energy 
savings) totals approximately 20 percent. We made some 
savings in areas I hadn’t expected,” said Saltonstall on the 
August 23 Zoom meeting. “Apparently, we will be able to 
make it all the way to 20 percent [energy reduction] this 
year.” 

Marion is in Year Four of its pledge to the Green 
Communities program to reduce the town’s carbon 
footprint by 20 percent in energy reductions over the 
prescribed five-year period. 

Up to recent months, Saltonstall, the EMC’s lead 
hound sniffing out every energy sucker that Marion 
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could potentially upgrade, had relied on the advice and 
computer expertise of Town Planner Gil Hilario, who is 
no longer working for Marion after taking a new job in 

the same role in North Attleboro. 

Figuring that Eversource has apparently made 
changes to some streetlights, Saltonstall told EMC 
members that he plans to contact Lisa Sullivan, the 
regional supervisor of Green Communities, to make sure 
he is handling the clerical end of the mission thoroughly. 

Marion’s final project report is due to Green 
Communities by September 3. All outstanding questions 
must be solved no later than 5:00 pm October 1; if the 
application is not closed out, Marion may not put in 
another grant application. The deadline to submit new 
grant applications is October 8. 

EMC Chairman Christian Ingerslev told 
Saltonstall that Town Administrator Jay McGrail will lend 
assistance in completing the MassEnergylInsight annual 
report by the November 19 deadline. 

The EMC remains intent on pushing for 
electrically-powered town vehicles and is looking to learn 
if the town can purchase vehicles presently being leased. 
A prompt resolution, suggested Ingerslev, would enable 
a decision on whether to put the question onto the article 
warrant for Town Meeting, “Because that’s where the 
money will come from.” 

EMC member Alanna Nelson said that the 
mileage on the Mitsubishi Outlanders being leased are 
low, “So, it makes all the sense in the world [to purchase 
them if possible.]” 

Along with electric cars, the EMC is hoping to 
influence the renovation of the Cushing Community 
Center to build any extension of the building with a roof 
strong enough to support solar panels. 

Citing advice from Town Counsel to stick with 
the wind farm, Ingerslev said he is not sure that new 
construction would be bound by that advice. 

“T don’t think it’s really a major installation, and 
it might fit within the net-metering [program],” said 
Saltonstall of the south-facing roof. 

Nelson suggested that, if possible, solar arrays 
should put their generated energy back into the municipal

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buildings rather than send it back to the grid. 

In committee business, EMC member Tom 
Friedman, informed that he was voted as the new clerk 
for the committee during a prior meeting he could not 
attend, cheerfully accepted the role.

After discussion, the EMC decided to push the 
matter of its identity down the road until the Hazard 
Mitigation Plan is in place. “Everyone has to be on 
board,” said Marum. “Greenhouse gases is driving this.” 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for Monday, 
September 27, at 5:00 pm.

ORR Proposed Mask mandate Update 

Superintendent Michael S. Nelson and the 
Old Rochester Regional School District and MA 
Superintendency Union #55 would like to share an 
update regarding the Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education’s (DESE) proposed mask mandate 
for the 2021-22 school year. 

This week, the Board of Elementary and 
Secondary Education met and voted to give DESE 
Commissioner Jeffrey Riley the authority to institute a 
mask mandate for the beginning of the upcoming school 
year. The mask mandate is expected to be formally issued 
later this week by Commissioner Riley. 

With the issuance of the proposed mask mandate, 
all K-12 students, educators, and staff would be required 
to wear a mask while in schools through October 1 to 
ensure schools fully reopen safely and to provide ample 
time for more students and educators to get vaccinated. 

After October 1, the policy would allow 
middle and high schools to lift the mask mandate for 
vaccinated students and staff only if the school meets a 
certain vaccination rate — at least 80% of students and 
staff in a school building are vaccinated. Unvaccinated 
students and staff would still be required to wear masks. 
Additional information regarding masking policies would 
then be shared by individual districts.

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Community members should also note that 
under the DPH’s mask advisory, masks are mandatory 
for all individuals, regardless of vaccination status, while 
using public transportation and rideshares, and while 
inside healthcare facilities and other settings. As a result, 
students riding any district bus or visiting any of the 
district’s health offices must continue to wear masks at all 
times while in these settings. 

“We will continue to do everything we can to 
ensure students and staff are able to learn and work safely 
in our buildings, and this will include adhering to the 
expected mask mandate once it is issued,” Superintendent 
Nelson said. “As always, we are carefully monitoring 
state and local public health guidance and will continue to 
keep families informed regarding DESE guidance as well 
as any decisions made at the district level.” 


Rochester Herring Counts 

This year’s count of herring in the Mattapoisett 
River was 1,886, an 88-percent decrease from the 2020 
total of 16,049. Counting conditions were ideal this spring, 
and the counter appears to have functioned without 
errors. 

This year’s count of fish in the Sippican River was 
57. It seems unlikely that any of the 57 fish counted were 
herring as the number is an accumulation of low counts 
on numerous days. I believe that count includes only 
pond fish moving up and down the ladder through the

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An American Werewolf in London. Starring David 
Naughton and Griffin Dunne. Directed by John Landis. 
Running time: 97 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now 
streaming on Pluto TV free with ads. 

An American Werewolf in London (which turned 40 
on August 21) is not only the most compulsively watchable 
movie in writer/director John Landis’ portfolio; it is also 
one of the all-time great horror movies, a pitch-perfect 
mix of belly laughs and genuine scares fifteen years 
before Scream. Landis’ stroke of genius was to make his 
lycanthropic protagonist David Kessler (David Naughton) 
a witty college student as well as a Nice Jewish Boy. Like 
Landis, David has seen all the old werewolf movies on 
late-night TV and can’t quite take his situation seriously. 
But American Werewolf is far from a self-referential spoof. It 
acknowledges the unreality of its premise, but then treats it 
with all the realism that Rick Baker’s transformation effects 
(which won an Oscar) can provide. 

David and his buddy Jack Goodman (Griffin 
Dunne) amble across the dingy green English 
countryside, laughing ruefully about old girlfriends, as 
if they were strolling down a New York sidewalk. Like 
many Americans abroad, they seem to have a bubble 
of self-protective Americanness around them — their 
surroundings don’t touch them except as something to 
snark about later. They happen across a pub called the 
Slaughtered Lamb, peopled by the standard array of 
hostile country Brits. The boys receive vague warnings 
they don’t take seriously. But they take it seriously enough 
once they’re lost in the night fog as hungry growls circle 
around them. 

Jack is killed and David is badly scratched, 
waking up in a London hospital and attended by a no- 
nonsense doctor (John Woodvine) and a friendly nurse 
named Alex (Jenny Agutter). For a long while, American 
Werewolf coasts on the warm rapport between David and 
Alex as they take their patient-nurse relationship to the 
next level. Landis, with considerable help from Naughton, 
fleshes David out as an amiable, level-headed guy — the 
audience’s surrogate — who finds himself in the middle 
of a baffling supernatural conundrum. First come the 
dreams, sensationally effective, especially the one wherein 
Nazi monsters invade David’s home. Then come the 
animalistic urges — David gets hungrier and hornier. Then 
come the visits from the spectral Jack, in various stages 
of decomposition yet never losing his collegiate sarcasm 
(“Have you ever tried talking to a corpse? It’s boring"). 
Then, finally, alone in Alex’s flat during a full moon, David 
undergoes the change and takes to the shadows of London.

For all its flashes of goofiness, American 
Werewolf never loses sight of its chief goal as a horror 
movie. A sequence in which the werewolf stalks a 
businessman through an empty subway station (the victim 
retains a hilariously English properness: “I shall report this”) 
is almost cruelly effective, getting its suspense not from 
shrieking soundtrack music but from the man’s terrified 
gasping and the click-clack of his shoes in mad, fruitless 
retreat. Landis has been ranked among the “masters of 
horror” for scenes like that (it sure isn’t because of Innocent 
Blood). 

Eventually, Landis explicitly marries the goofy and 
the gory in a surreal scene in which David sits in a porno 
theater and has to face the mutilated ghosts of the people 
he killed. They all (including Jack) say the same thing: 
David must kill himself to end the curse. It’s something 
that’s occurred to him, too. Right before that, he calls home, 
wanting to say goodbye to his parents, and ends up talking 
to his younger sister. Here, Landis goes beyond comedy 
and horror; it’s his saddest, finest moment as a director. 
We never lose our affection and sympathy for David even 
though his rampages as a werewolf are horrifying. We 
want him to be cured. But we know he won't be. 

If you know where to look, American Werewolf is 
full of little in-jokes, like the prerequisite Landis See You 
Next Wednesday reference, and the appearance of Frank Oz 
in dual roles as an impatient bureaucrat and as Miss Piggy. 
The jokes aren’t pushed too hard and don’t call attention 
to themselves. American Werewolf is exceptionally light of 
spirit — it reaches towards life (think of that phone call) 
even in the midst of death. Landis wrote the first draft at 
age 19, and had years to fine-tune it while keeping the 
essence of what drew him to the material — the contrast 
between modern sensibilities and ancient superstitions. As 
it turns out, old-school wins. 

American Werewolf gets in and out in 97 minutes, 
finding time for digressions that bring us closer to the 
characters (David riding the bus and making bizarre faces 
at the mohawked passengers) but covering the gamut of 
emotion. It’s a full package. If Landis is acclaimed as a 
master of horror on the basis of one film, this one film is 
more than enough to qualify him for the pantheon. It’s 
an achievement I’ve always wished he could repeat, but 
maybe this kind of lightning only strikes once.

This will 
make the Beetle Cat the oldest one design that has been 
continuously produced out of wood and continues to 
be competitively raced for the past 100 years.

The boat is a big part of New England history, 
sailing, wooden boats, and wooden boat building.

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they knew that he had been accustomed to conducting 
onboard church services in the Navy. Harwood continued 
conducting services at the hotel and in his home until he 
was able to purchase the Sippican Seminary building. 

The Sippican Seminary had been built in 1847 
as a private school for the daughters of sea captains, and 
18 citizens of Marion put up the money as shareholders 
to build the school. In 1855, when enrollment dwindled, 
the Town of Marion rented the building, and it became 
Sippican Academy, a public school. In 1874, the 
shareholders decided to sell the school building at a 
public auction and Rear Admiral Harwood purchased it 
for $700 to become the new home for Episcopal services in 
Marion. 

Harwood named the building St. Gabriel’s 
Episcopal Church because of a promise he had made 
while battling a fierce storm at sea. He called upon the 
archangel Gabriel for deliverance from the storm and 
vowed to build a church in Gabriel’s name if he survived. 
In 1875, Harwood donated the seashell font in memory of 
his 8-year-old grandson who died of diphtheria. 

Beginning in 1913, the chapel was enhanced with 
the installation of 11 stained-glass windows designed 
for the church by Charles J. Connick, the most famous 
American stained-glass artist of the 20th century. 

Judith Rosbe, a local author, historian, and past 
president and treasurer of the Sippican Historical Society, 
has been a resident of Marion since 1977. She is the 
parish historian of St. Gabriel’s Episcopal Church and has 
been a member of the board of directors of the Sippican 
Historical Society since 1978. This is her sixth local history 
book about Marion.
